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Memorandum of Understanding 

BETWEEN 

The Government of the United States of America 

AND 

The Government of the Republic of Indonesia 

Concerning 
THE Program of the Peace Corps in Indonesia 

The C^ovcrnmcnt of the I 'riiicd Slates of America (hereinafter referred to as "the United 
States'*) and the (iovernmcnt of the Republic of Indonesia (hereinafier referred to as 
•'Indonesia'*) (hereinafter collectively referred to as the "Parties"); 

Acknowledging ihai ihc two countries share liiindamcntal ideals of freedom, dcmfxrracy, and 
a pluralistic as well as tolerant societ)'; 

Recognizing the imponance of dn eloping mutually advaniagccnis relationship and 
cooperation between their countries generally and through the spint of the joint DecLiration 
on Comprehensive Pnrtnership ben^xcn Indonesia and the United States (hereinafter 
referred to as the 'rxjinprehcnsivc Partncrship'\ and the range of excliange programs rhai 
may be available under such framework; 

Desiring lo enhance mutual understanding between the two countnes through people-tcv 
people contact on the basis of ecjualirv'. mutual respect and mutual bcnetit. in light of the 
Peace Corps' statutory purpose, which is to send Amcncan volunteers tf > help the people of 
interested countries in meeting their need for trained men and women; and thereby to help 
promote a better understanding of Americans on the part of the peoples ser\'e.d; and to help 
promote a better understanding of other peoples on the part of Americans; and 

Pursuant to the prevailing laws and regulations of the respective Parties, have agreed as 
f( )ll<jws: 

Article I 
Objective 

The objecti\'e of this Memorandum of Understanding "MoU" is to establish the legal 
tramework t>)r Peace (^otps lechtiical cooperation programs and activiues in Indonesia, in 
t)rdcr to promote mutual understanding and empower Indonesian communities. 



Article II 
Definitions 



I 'or rhe purposes ot this MoU: 

1. Peace (^orps means ihe L'rired States gcn crnmcnt agency authorized to carrj- out the 
purposes set torth m the Preamble of this MoL*. 

2. Peace ('orps Rcprcsentadve and staff means the Ignited States government employees 
who are issued official passports, residing m Indonesia, with overall responsibilit)' tor 
ihe Peace (^.orps technical cooperation proj^rams and activities in Indonesia. 

3. Peace Clorps Volunteers (hereinafter referred to as the "Volunrccrs") means United 
States citizens recruited, selected. Trained, and assigned by the Peace Corps lo 
implement Peace C>)rps technical cooperati(.)n programs and activities in Indonesia. 

4. C'ohcractor means a person liircd on a periodic basis by Peace Corps to pertV^rm 
services for rhe Peace (-orps technical cooperation programs and activities in 
Indonesia. (>)ntracfors other than U.S. and Indonesian citizens shall require prior 
apprcn-al from Indonesia. 

5. l amily Members shall be as defined in accordance with relevant Indonesian laws and 
regulations. 

Article III 
Responsibilities of the Parties 

1. The l^mted States shall furnish such Peace Corps X'olunteers as may be required by 
Indonesia and approved by the United States lo perfonn muaially agreed tasks in 

Indonesia. 

2. Ilie I iiited States shall prondc training to enable the Volunteers to perform their tasks 
in the most effective manner. 

\ 'Vht L nircd Slates shall provide the \'olunceers, the Peace Corps Representative, and 
staff of the Representative uith such limited quantities of equipment and supplies as 
the Panics may consider necessary- to enable the Volunteers to perfonn their tasks 

effectively. 

4. The United States intends to take steps through the Comprehcniiivc Partnership to 
assist Indonesians to get funher training and experience in the United States in line 
Ninth cffons to strengthen educational initiatives, people to people contact and culmral 
exchanges, 

5. Indonesia shall bear such share of the costs of the Peace Corps technical cooperation 
programs and activiues incurred in Indonesia as the Parties may agree in writing in the 



itnplemcnnng arraiigcmcius ot prfjgrams, prior to ihc comiTicnccmcni ot such 
programs. 

0. l ax iind customs duties exemption for the Peace Corps Reprcscntarivc and si?.ff 
cmplf>\<-d in hidoncsia under ihis MoU shall be granted in nccordnncc wiih the 
prevailing tax and customs laws, regulations, and policies or the Republic of Indonesia, 
VC'itli respect to Volunteers and L'.S. contractors, income paid to them bv the I ^mtcd 
States in res peer of sen-ices rendered to the I'nited States under ihis MoL shall be 
exempted from Taxation by Indonesia in accordance witli the Convention Between the 
Ciovemment ot the Republic of Indonesia and the Government of the I'nited States of 
America for the Avoidance of Double Taxation and the Prevention of E^'iscal i '.vasion 
with Respect to Taxes on Income, signed at Jakarta July 11, 1988, and its amending 
Protocol, signed at Jakarta July 24, 1996. 

7. Indonesia shall extend to the Peace (^orps Representative, staff, volunteers as wcU as 
I -S. and tliird counin- contractors engaged with Peace Corps technical ccK>peradon 
programs and activities under this MoU, and their family members, appropriate visa, 
exit re-cntr\- permit, and stay permits to cover dieir terms of scnicc in accordance with 
the prevailing laws and regulations, as well as procedures and poiio^ of the Republic of 
Indonesia. 

H. Indonesia shall accord ec]uitablc treatment to the Volunteers and l*.S. contractors with 
the Peace Corps and their familv members and proper:}' which shall be no less 
favomble tlian that accorded generally to nationals of the United States residing in 
Indonesia and shall inform and cooperate with reprcscnta rives of the I'nited States 
with respect ro all matters concerning them consistent wiih the Vienna Convention on 
(-onsular Relations, done at Vienna April 24, 1963. 



Article IV 
Use of Funds 

Peace (^orps, a I nited States government agency, shall use its funds solely for the purpose of 
implementing its technical cooperation programs and activities in Indonesia consistent with 
the laws and regulations of the Republic of Indonesia, 



Article V 
Implementation and Supervision 

1. The Parties agree to establish a joint steering committee consisting of representatives of 
appropriate government institutions, to define the policy- guidelines, to endorse and to 
supervise the Peace Corps technical cooperation programs and activities in Indonesia. 



2. Ihc joint sicerini; commirrcc shall cstablitih working groups ro assist the srccnni* 
commirrce in supen ising and reviewing the itnplcmen radon of the Peace {7t)rps 
rcchnicaJ cooperanon programs and activities in Indonesia. 

3. The joint steering committee shall meet at least once a year. 

4. The X'olunrccrs shidl work under tfie supervision fit government institutions in 
Indonesia designated bv tlic I^arties. 

Article VI 
Mechanism for Cooperation 

1. Details on programs and activities ot' Peace Corps in Indonesia shall be defined in an 
implementing Arrangement to be agreed by the Parties, which shall be subject to and 
be in contormit\- with the MoV. 

2. Such Implementing Arrangement should specify, inter alia, liic objective, program of 
cooperation, the function of working group, financial arrangement and other details 
relating co specific undertaking tjf all participants invcilved. 

3. Ihc undertakings of each part}- herein shidl be subject to the availabiJit)' t>f funds. 

Article VII 
Code of Conduct 

1. -Ml persons engaged in activ ities under tliis MoL* shall respect the laws, regulations, 
policies, customs, traditions, and religions of Indonesia, and shall avoid any activities 
incotisisienr with the objective or this MoL . 

2. Any \-iolauon of paragraph 1 of this Article may result in the revocation of dl permits 
of the concerned person and (Jthcr measures in accordance with the prevailing laws and 
regulations of Indonesia, 

Article VIII 
Settlement of Disputes 

Any dispute arising out of this Mol' shall be settled amicably through consuliadon and/or 
negotiations between the Parties. 



Article IX 
Amendment 



Iliis Mot ' may be .nncnded tcom lime ro rime by murual written consent of the Parries. Any 
such aniciitlmcnr ^hall he in WTiting, and shall enrcr into txircc on such date as mav be 
dciennincd by rhc Panics. Such amendments shall Ik rrcaicd as an iiuegnil part of this Mol'. 

Article X 

Entry Into Force, Duration, and Termination 

1. This MoL' creates a legally binding oblig-arion upon die Parries under international Liw 
and shall enter into force on the date of sii^iiaturc and remain in force tor a period of 3 
(rlirce) years, and shall automaricaliy renew for successive penods of .3 (three) years, 
unless temiinaied by citlicr Party up{)n written nonficarion to rlic other 90 (ninety) days 
m ad\'ance. 

2. The termination of tliis MoC shall not affect the validity, duration, and completion of 
any (ingoing projects and activities made under this MoL\ unless the Parties decide 

otherwise. 

3. Upon (he cntr\' into tbrcc of this MoU, the Agreement Relaring ro the Establishment 
of Peace C^.orps Program in Indonesia, entered into force on March 14, 1963, by 
Mxchangc of Notes between the ( lovernmcnt of Indonesia and the Government of the 
t'niicd Stares of America, shall cease to be in force.
